Sowing alfalfa? Inoculate the seed 


by all means. You can do this with a 
commercial or government culture, 
or scatter broadcast and harrow in 
immediately 500 pounds to the acre 
of soil from a field that is successful- 
ly inoculated. Another simple method 
is suggested by New Jersey Experi- 
ment Station: Put the alfalfa seed in 
a wash-tub, pour on a little 
water 


and 
stir 
thoroughly, 
using 
just 


enough water to moisten every seed, 
but not enough to make the seed too 
wet. 
Get a small, quantity of 
soil 


trom a field which has grown alfalfa 
successfully; a quart 
of soil 
to 
a 


bushel of seed 
i>s 
enough. Dig up 


some alfalfa plants and use the soil 
around .the roots; or take a half- 
ilozen shovelfuls from various points 
in the field, at a depth of between 
two and five inche?. 
The dryer the 


soil, the (better. It is a good plan to 
get the soil a week or two before it 
is. to be used and spread it out in the 
cellar or some dark place to dry out. 
Then mix it thoroughly 
with 
the 


moistened seed, which is now inocu- 
lated and ready for sowing. 
It is 


good insurance to use one of the other 
methods of inoculation in 
addition 


to the soil and ssed plan. Moisten 
the seed with a small quantity of 
commercial .or .goverwmenit culture 
and then stir in the soil as describ- 
ed above. It pays to inoculate.

will insist on buying a 2-8-2, for 
instance, in preference to a 3-12-3, 
because the price of the former is 
lower.

add to its fertilizing properties. Two 
ton o fthe high grade fertilizer in this 
case will give the same results as 
three ton of the lower grade. When ' 
ti is consdered that the cost of mix- 
ing, bagging, handling,
